Ih e Senate’s M41 tu rndown of th e proposal 
to su pport cotton, ccan and peanu ts at 90 per 
cent of parity was so slick politically it was 
qu icker th an th e eye. Bu t every congressmen 
knows wh at is involved. 
Th e Democrats wanted to get credit for pro­ 
posing fix ed parity for th ese crops and wanted 
Repu bUcans to get blamed for tu rning th em 
<k)wn. 
Repu bUcans wh o were u nder h eavy pressu re 
for fix ed parity also wanted It to be proposed 
so th ey cou ld go th rou gh th e motions of being 
for it Bu t th ey did not want to take th e finan­ 
cial responsibility for restoring fix ed parity. 
Th ey h oped, fu rtively bu t qu ietly, th at th e pro­ 
posal woidd be defeated by senators wh o cou M 
afford to be against it 
Parity is not a su re cu re for wh at ails agri­ 
cu ltu re. Fix ed parity, wh ich means a rate of 
crop su pport th at cannot fall below 
a fix ed 
percentage, h as proved to be poisonou s for agri­ 
cu ltu re. It made worse wh at needed to be made 
better. 
Agricu ltu ral produ ction was geared to govern­ 
ment su bsidy, instead of to popu lar consu mp­ 
tion. Crops were grown, h arvested and stored 
for th e sole pu rpose of collecting th e su pport 
price, with no prospect of popu lar demand. Th e 
beneficiaries were ch iefly th e mass produ cers 
of th ese crops — th e h u ge a^cu ltu ral enter­ 
prises th at today dwarf th e traditional family 
farm. 
Congress discontinu ed all su ch nonsense.

Law By Demonstration 
Some fierce pu nch es are being th rown from 
th e floor by Cleveland Bar Association and an 
assistant U.S. attorney general over defending 
Commu nists accu sed u nder th e Smith Act. 
The Bar Association is figh ting mad becau se 
the attorney general says it was given a bu m 
steer wh en it raised money to defend 11 Oh io 
Commu nists• on Smith Act ch arges; th at th is 
sort of th ing makes th e Commu nist conspiracy 
look respectable. 
The Bar Association retorts th at it was act­ 
ing on a requ est by Federal Ju dge Ch arles 
J. McNamee, wh o was acting on th e premise 
tha t every defendant is entitled to a strong de­ 
fense. In th is case, th e defense was so strong 
tha t five defendants were acqu itted, th e first 
time th e Ju stice Department ever h as taken a 
setback in Smith Act cases. 
Wh ile th e barriAers are ex ch anging pu nch es, 
bystanders may be tempted to make a few 
observations abou t th eir figh ting style. One is 
the observation th at noth ing seems to stimu late 
the legal profession so mu ch as a ch ance to 
demonstrate th at th e protection of th e law ex ­ 
tends even to th ose plotting to overth row th e 
government th at u ph olds th e law. 
Lawyers h ave an instinct for proving ttiat 
tru e ju stice is to be fou nd only in a govern­ 
ment th at places th e law above plaintiffs and 
defendants; tiiat it is su perior even to th ose wh o 
despise it. Th is is to th eir credit and to th e 
credit of th eir profession. 
It is u nfortu nate th at th ey sometimes give 
th e impression of being more interested in 
demonstrating h ow impersonal ju stice works to 
a minority th at sneers at it th an to th e ordinary 
ru n of Americans wh o always h ave h ad implicit 
faith in ju stice u ntil th ey became involved in 
its mech anics as plaintiffs and defendants.

Time is a great h ealer and. in th e 
many month s elapsing before th e 
November election, an impression 
of normal h andling of th e presi­ 
dential job cou ld h ave been created 
by th e news dispatch es telling of 
h is activities. 


IF EISENHOWER, on th e oth er 
h and, is going to pu t th e matter 
into th e h eadlines each week with 
dou bts and misgivings of h is own, 
th e American people wiU begin to 
believe th e Democratic party’s 
wh ispers and its glowny argu ­ 
ments abou t th e h ealth issu e. 
. From a su re th ing — based on a 
u nited party and intensive cwrgani- 
zation activity — th e race now h as 
sh ifted to one of grave dou bt. As 
of today, th e ch ances of re-election 
for President Eisenh ower are prob­

Favorite Target 
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Do Not Take Internally! 
The Senate's 54-41 turndown of the proposal 
to support cotton, com and peanuts at 90 per 
cent of parity was so slick politically it was 
quicker than the eye. But every congressmen 
knows what is involved. 
The Democrats wanted to get credit for pro­ 
posing fixed parity for these crops and wanted 
Republicans to get blamed for turning them 
down. 
Republicans who were under heavy pressure 
for fixed parity also wanted it to be proposed 
so they could go through the motions of being 
for it. But they did not want to take the finan­ 
cial responsibility for restoring fixed parity. 
They hoped, furtively but quietly, that the pro­ 
posal would be defeated by senators who could 
afford to be against it 
Parity is not a sure cure for what ails agri­ 
culture. Fixed parity, which means a rate of 
crop support that cannot fall below a fixed 
percentage, has proved to be poisonous for agri­ 
culture. It made worse what needed to be made 
better. 
Agricultural production was geared to govern­ 
ment subsidy, instead of to popular consump­ 
tion. Crops were grown, harvested and stored 
for the sole purpose of collecting the support 
price, with no prospect of popular demand. The 
beneficiaries were chiefly the mass producers 
of these crops — the huge agricultural enter­ 
prises that today dwarf the traditional family 
farm. 
Congress discontinued all such nonsense. 
But this put politicians in the awkward posi­ 
tion of seeming to be against the family farm

took the underworld by surprise. 
It even took sections of the Jus­ 
tice Department by surpn^. And 
neither of these forces surprise 
easily. Directed quietly by U.S. 
Attorney Paid Williams, it was in 
business even before the newsmen 
knew of it. 


WILLIAMS BELIEVES that New 
York is the nation’s capital for 
much of organized crime. He be­ 
lieves that this Grand Jury has 
the power to prosecute anyone any- j 
where in the nation — even if the j 
mobster or labor or business rac­ 
keteer has never set foot in the big 
town. 
It is Williams* informed conten­ 
tion that such a thug can be pulled 
in even from California, for ex­ 
ample, and prosecuted in New 
York, so long as the goon is in­ 
volved in even one overt act con­ 
nected with a crime or conspiracy 
taking place in New York. Wil­ 
liams is not the kind of person 
who does his crossword puzzles in 
ink. He’s a cautious 
and pain­ 
staking prosecutor. 


HE IS BACKED by Federal 
Judge Archie Dawson who im­ 
paneled the jury. Judge Dawson, 
in a nighttime television interview 
which escaped public attention, 
when he discussed the jury's probe 
of the trucking and g a r m e n t 
rackets, said:

Law By Demonstration 
Some fierce punches are being thrown from 
the floor by Cleveland Bar Association and an 
assistant U.S. attorney general over defending 
Communists accused under the Smith Act. 
The Bar Association is fighting mad because 
the attorney general says it was given a bum 
iteer when it raised money to defend ll Ohio 
Communists on Smith Act charges; that this 
sort of thing makes the Communist conspiracy 
look respectable. 
The Bar Association retorts that it was act­ 
ing on a request by Federal Judge Charles 
J. McNamee, who was acting on the premise 
that every defendant is entitled to a strong de­ 
fense. In this case, the defense was so strong 
that five defendants were acquitted, the first 
time the Justice Department ever has taken a 
setback in Smith Act cases. 
While the b a rrie rs are exchanging punches, 
bystanders may be tempted to make a few 
observations about their fighting style. One is 
the observation that nothing seems to stimulate 
the legal profession so much as a chance to 
demonstrate that the protection of the law ex­ 
tends even to those plotting to overthrow the 
government that upholds the law. 
Lawyers have an instinct for proving that 
true justice is to be found only in a govern­ 
ment that places the law above plaintiffs and 
defendants; that it is superior even to those who 
despise it. This is to their credit and to the 
credit of their profession. 
It is unfortunate that they sometimes give 
the impression of being more interested in 
demonstrating how impersonal justice works to 
a minority that sneers at it than to the ordinary 
run of Americans who always have had implicit 
faith in justice until they became involved in 
its mechanics as plaintiffs and defendants.

William Faulkner’s eloquent appeal in file 
current issue of Life for patience with his be­ 
loved South on the desegregation issue cannot 
be disregarded by any reasonable American. 
Faulkner, a resident of Mississippi, points out 
that the Supreme Court orders have put south­ 
erners on the defensive. To back them into a 
corner would be to make them desperate and 
discredit the gradualism that is the only hope 
for a sound solution of the racist problem in 
the troublesome states. 
It might not stretch patience too far to play 
the waiting game at that, because gradualism 
may get powerful help from southern Negroes. 
Their determination to stay off buses in Mont­ 
gomery until segregated seating has been dis­ 
continued has cut bus company revenues as 
much as 50 per cent and threatened Mont­ 
gomery’s public transportation system. 
If Alabama and other southern states were 
to adopt the expensive ideas proposed for flout­ 
ing the Supreme Court’s orders against segrega­ 
tion in school systems, they could go broke 
paying tribute to their own race prejudice.

Each night he came dragging 
home comp laining that he was so 
tired he couldn't p ossibly do his 
usualy household chores. O ne 
night, the father insisted that the 
aon wash the fafnUy car. 
•‘All right. Dad," the boy reluc- 
tantly agreed, "but I can hardly 
p uih mysdf to it. Tm so tired. 
But a few minutes later a teen­ 
age vUion (d loveliness walked into 
the driveway, cari/ing a golf bag

golf?" she

and weary boy. 
He washed that car in nothing 
flat.

Obviously 
hit tiredness had not been in his

WE OONSOME too much p ower 
telling ourselves how tired we are. 
Of course there is such a thing 


as healtliy ttrednefii. when y o u 
have worked or i^yed hard all 
day and caa fall into bed with a 
ddiciotta aenie of rep oae. 
Ibal’s normal tiredness f r o m 
p hysical effort. But what really 
aap t the energy is a deep mental 
fatigue*— and there ia a tcatad 
fray to p revent i t 
‘The Bible aays, "They that wait 
tqion the Loid shall renew their 
strength." Ihcn it goes on to de­ 
scribe the new access of energy. 
"Ibey shall mount up with wings 
as eaidcs*'* but even , that isn't the 
climax of the dynamic p assage 
For it adds, "Ibey thaU run and 
not be weary; and they shall walk 
and not faint" 
You might think that fiie text 
should be inverted: first walk, then 
run, then fly. But the Bible is wis­ 
er than that, for it tells us that 
the great up thrust of inp siration 
eventuates in the ability to keep 
going when the going is haid. To 
walk and not faint it is necessary 
o rise up with wings as eagles. 
Energy for the long hard p ul l 
comes from the up lift of mind and 
soul in sp iritual insp iration. 
In this subject of constant « i- 
ergy an inaig^cant one? 1 think 
not. Ralp h Waldo Emerson said. 
‘Tbe world belongs to the ener­ 
getic." Think of this truth as you 
study men or read history, or as 
you evaluate yoitrself. 
You 
will 
find 
that victory, 
achievement and ordinary useful­ 
ness come most frequently to those 
who have kep t up their energy, 
often over many long years. Life 
with p ower belongs to those who 
wait up on the Lord, who rise up 
wifil wings as eagles, who run and 
are not weary, who walk and do 
not faint.

Air Defense Aide 
Raises Question 
Of High Speed 


CLEVELAND 
The assistant 
secretary of defense urges a new 
look at m ilitary aircraft to see 
whether all their speed is really 
necessary. 
The 
question 
about 
airplane 
speed was raised by Clifford C. 
Furnas Friday night in a speech 
before the Institute of Aeronautical 
Sciences. 
Axioms of good propulsion de­ 
sign, he said, have been compro­ 
m ised in the “helj-for-leather” ride 
for speed. 
Military aviation’s uncompromis­ 
ing demand for speed m ay have 
ipoiled som e of the objective of 
design, Furnas said. 
“Confederate General Forrest’s 
admonition to his cavalry to ‘get 
there fustest with the m ostest’ has 
been taken so seriously that we 
haven’t really been taking enough 
tim e to consider what w e’re going 
to do when we get there fustest, 
nor just what we are doing to 
everything else in the process of 
promoting speed over all else,” 
the assistant secretary said. 
Furnas said it was questionable 
whether many of the nation's mili­ 
tary airfields could be adapted to 
jet operations. The Navy, he add­ 
ed. has been forced to build the 
largest ships ever in order to pro­ 
vide take-off and landing facilities 
for its jets. 
He said that if speed really Is 
necessary “you might have the 
possibility of building the desired 
high performance into the m issiles 
which are rapidly becoming the 
standard arm am ent.” 
“ In transport, military or civil­ 
ian, do we really need or want to 
travel as fast as we are planning 
to do now?” he asked. 
Furnas also said that progress 
by die Russians in developing jet 
aircraft and atomic-warhead m is­ 
siles required the United States to 
m ake “our very best efforts.”

Transportation’s role in the steel 
industry was explained to

Lions C ub Friday soon by Jam es 
E 
Porter, a supervisor in t h e 
steel 
works departm ent 
at the 
Weirton Steel Co. 
Speaking at the d a b s w e e k l y 
luncheon rn the Travelers Hotel. 
Porter stressed the role of rail­ 
ways in moving raw m aterial to 
the mill, transporting semi - fin­ 
ished steel from one process to 
another inside the plant and finally 
delivering products to customers. 
But rivers and roads also play a 
part in the industry, he said in a 
talk entitled: “The Three R’l of 
Steel Transportation.” 
Weirton Steel’s private railroad 
includes 35 miles of track on 
which 18 diesel locomotives oper­ 
ate, Porter said. 'Hie 
company 
owns IOO barge* for river trans­ 
portation and leases m any more, 
using m ost of them to haul coal 
to its pliant. Porter said. 
Explaining the way in which the 
compiany’s railroad moves steel in 
production from one process to 
another, be gave a ftep>-by-step ac­ 
count of the plant’s operation. 
The plant railroad is co-ordinat­ 
ed through two-way radios in each 
locomotive, Porter explained. Or­ 
ders are issued from the traffic 
departm ent, which directs all ship- 
ments in and out of the plant, he 
said. 
Railroads play a big role in mov­ 
ing ore from new fields in Labra­ 
dor, opened in 1954 by a corpora­ 
tion of five U. S. steel companies 
and several Canadian firm s, Por­ 
ter said. In order to ship the ore 
out of the desolate country, it was 
necessary to build 358 miles of 
railroad from the nearest civilized 
point through “ the roughest a n d 
coldest terrain im aginable,” Por­ 
ter declared. 
•Hie ore now is shipped by sea 
to Philadelphia, them moved over­ 
land to the mills, but when the St. 
Lawrence Seaway is 
completed 
the shipmenU will be m ade to a 
G reat Lakes port like Cleveland 
or Ashtabula, where it will 
be 
loaded onto rail cars. Porter said. 
The Labrador field is expected 
to produce IO million tons of ore 
annually, he added.
